The decision of Judge Chelf will be 
carried to the Court of Appeals, where 
a final hearing will be had. Should 
Judge Chelf's opinion be sustained bv 
the supreme court Cloverport will be 
rid of the saloon once again. To this 
end the meeting for Thursday night is 
called and no friend of temperance 
should shirk a duty by absenting him- 
self from t his meeting.

The reason for the early dinner of the 
.residents of the nation's capital is o 
vipus. Approximately there are 50,0 
Government employees in the Distric 
.The various departments close at 4: 
o'clock in the afternoon. In most cas 
the clerks and officials have had only 
small lunch at noon. Perhaps the noon 
meal is secured at a nearby 
or dairy lunch room. In many instances 
the employees carry their lunches. 
After a hard day's work naturally they 
have good appetites. 
Most of the restaurants in Washing- 

• ton make a practice of serving regulai 
dinners and have the repast ready to 
serve by 5 o'clock. The boarding house 
keepers, too, realize that their guests 
appreciate an early dinner, and conse- 
quently the table is ready for the cus- 
tomer at 5 o'clock or shortly afterward, 
In the large hotels dinner, of course, is 
served early and late. The cafe and 
restaurant proprietors, some of them, 
have late meals in readiness for their 
customers, but the rule is not general.

For some years poultry 
farming has been taken up more and 
i by farmers and others in South 
Australia, and the quantity ol eggs 
produced has increased so much 
the local and Commonwealth market? 
mt absorb the supply. It has then 
become necessary to export. T 
this end, the South Australian Gown 
ment undertook to advance the freight 
OH a small trial shipment, the pro 
ers themselves supplying theeggs, with 
the result that 7lHJ cases of eggs i 
shipped by the steamship Britai 
and arrived in London Monday last 
They were graded, packed and eh 
at this Government Produce Export De 
partment, Port Adelaide, none but ab- 
solutely fresh laid eggs being accepted. 
As the result of the care taken to grade 
and pack, the eggs have arrived, it is 
declared, in first class condition. The 

merely chilled in the temperature prov- 
ed after careful experiments to be most 
suitable. Although they have traveled 
13,000 miles and have reached London 
about seven or|eight weeks after laving, 
the consistency of the albumen and the 
condition of the yolks are satisfactory; 
the eggs will boil, poach or fry.— Lon- 
don Daily Mail.

Declared Unconstitutional by Federal 
Court In Kentucky. 

Ixmlsvllle. Ky. Jan. 1.— The em- 
ployes' liability act was held uncon- 
etltutloniil by Judge Evans In fed- 
eral court. The Heclsion wan given In 
Iht ease of the administratrix of N. C. 
nrooks versus the Southern Pacific 
railroad and Is believed to be the first 
decision handed down In connection 
with thts act. The cause of action oc- 
curred Id Kansas. Plaintiff s husband 
was killed In railway accident and 
suit was brought under this act for 
$25,000 damages and an amount suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of expenses in- 
cident to death.
